Or.  the  27  February  1942  at  about  1000  hrs.,  I  was  culled  to  the 
IPtu  pahat  police  station  to  register.  Ten  of  us,  all  Chinese^  wero  thon 
taken  to  the  office  of  the  chief  police  officer,  ’./here  wo  wore  uskod  our 
nuns,  nationality  and  occupation,  Thio  was  all  recorded  and  uc  h-d  to 
give  cur  thumb  print  as  signature .  o  wore  then  asked  if  no  had  done  any 
charitable  rrork  for  China.  e  roplied  *ycs».  The  Head  Japanese  Military 
police  then  said  *you  chir.oso  have  been  donating  thirty  cents  per  head  per 
month  to  chin;’,  to  buy  ouauniticn  to  hill  at  least  three  Japanese.  \o 
ropliod  *yes«.  ..ftcr  this  wo  acre  released  jut  the  same  tino  no  wore  ordered 
to  bring  in  five  Chinese  each  who  h  d  also  helped  Ciiina,  within  24  hours 
or  we  would  ogi.in  be  detained.  c  did  net  produce  these  men  so  wo  ,wcrc 
arrestod  and  our  h-nds  tied  behind  our  backs.  e  wero  then  beaten  v/ith  rifle 
butts  until  wo  wero  unconscious,  c  were  then  roviveu  by  water,  imd  beaten 
again.  At  about  2300  hrs,  28/2/42,  wo  were  thrown  into  a  lorry  and  then  to 
the  police  station  and  locked  in  a  coll,  the  repes  tying  our  wrists  was  cut 
with  a  knife,  pt  woe  not  until  0300  hrs,  1st  tor.  1942,  that  we  all  regained 
consciousness,  this  was  owing  to  the  loud  beating  of  a  gong,  .0  asked  for 
water  and  wero  given  soon  to  drink. 

At  dawn,  1st  !?.rch  1942,  the  japancco  icilitcry  police  ordered 
CH00  YOKG  Clf.TKI,  the  senior  police  detective  to  gc  and  arrest  sa.ic  more 
Chineso  and  bring  then  to  tho  pclico  station.  Ke  went  out  end  brought  some 
back.  At  the  some  time  some  M.lays  brought  ir.  scco  lurepoen  civilians. 
Altogether  there  wo  a  about  100  persons.  The  Japanese  rolicc  then  got  a 
lorry  and  transported  us  in  batches  cf  about  35  to  tho  jungle  on  the  TONTIAN 
RQ.D.  Sa  n  of  us  were  dropped  at  2J  mile  and  the  remainder  at  the  5th  mile. 
These  at  2-u  :.illc  had  their  hands  tied  behind  their  backs  with  wire.  ,e  were 
then  lined  up,  machine  gunned  and  bayonetted.  The  Japanese,  thinking  wo 
woro  all  doad,  loft  the  spot.  ' 

I  heard  a  cry  from  behind  -nd  it  cumo  from  one  of  qy  friendo,  who 
had  a  stomach  wound  with  his  intostii.es  hanging  cut,  1  asked  him  to  help 
untie  the  wire  from  my  wrists,  he  did  so,  and  puseod  out  scon  uftorwurds. 

I  oscapod  and  walked  to  SHTCG.Jbu*  whore  I  st;yod  for  two  nights. 

I  then  returned  tc  tho  3rd  nilo  (&vi:  CRCftOO)  to  a  hut,  belonging 
to  myself,  caught  a  deg,  killed  it  and  removed  its  lung  and  made  medicine 
to  cover  ijy  wounds. 

At  MJAR  I  went  to  a  doctor,  who  wantod  to  amputate  iy  arnj  I  did 
not  want  this,  so  run  away  end  wont  to  liJ.— CC,.  whore  1  went  to  a.  friend, 
naixd  TAJ’  SOON  Hul’G,  living  at  a  place  called  BACHaKG,  2{  miles  from 
Malacca,  ho  guvo  no  medicine,  food  and  money.  I  then  wcr.t  on  to  Kuala 
Lumpur  and  romained  there  until  29th  September  1945*  when  I  returned  to 
Bntu  pahat.

60  wore  white  civilians.

Three  cartridge  c  .nos  taken  fron  the 
scene  of  the  nurdcr  of  5th  uile.  cno  bullet  token  freu  the  uurdcr  oceno  c.t 
the  tuilc.  one  st-tujent  written  in  Chinese.  One  list  also-  in  Chinese  of 
sojjo  of  tho  dead,  i  have  ..Iso  spectacles,  rings  and  fount-in  pens  of  the 
uoad  in  qy  possession.
